2. Minor, editing changes Shall be made ;on the xerox as follows: using a lead pencil ONLY draw single line throiii^ 
the first and last lines of the heading and cmuject these lines from tpp right to bottom left forming a ‘Z,* figure. 
(DO NOT OBLITERATE THE HEADINGJ) Use horizontal lines to delete sentences or words. Frinted changes of a 
word or two to the text of the message may be made; however, changes to the existing text involving more than a 
word or two necessitate the originator to initiate a new message using form 0-93.
